Our New Army Bill-Its Provisions lor
Education.

Arren a delay of several monthe, oecapied in
the preparation of a8 near a model Army bill as
ciroumstapces would admit, and after nomerous
consultations with a1l the leading wililary
minde in the country, the House of Rejresanty
tives, by a large majority,adopted the new Army
bill. 1In ite provismons it differs materlally from
the old system, and in wll things thereis an
evident improvement., There are a few polats
to which we desire to call special attention. The
following section Is worlhy of notice:—

vSection 84, That for the purpvss ol promoting
knowledge of mylitary science amoug the youny mon
of the Umied Swates, the Premdent mav, upon the
appticarion of an established coilege or uulversity
wi'hm the United States, wuh sufiioient oapaoity to
educate at one tyme not jess than one hundred and
fitty male students, dotaal an officor of the army to
nct an president, supenutendont, or gml’mr of such
collepe or umiversity ; chat the nomber of ofeers 40
detailed shall not exesod twenty al any time und
sbnll be appomnted through the Unt States, as
nearly s practioabio, according to population. and
alall be governed by general rulos, to ve preseribed
trom tinie to tume by the Presdent ™

When the deluge of civil war first swept over
our lund it found us totally unprepared to
buffet with (talwaves. We wore n penceful peo
I 1o a positively ridiculous degree, I s man
conld fire a musket or take aim with a rife ke
was considered a proficient tacticign, ang
looked upon as a proper person for a field
officer m time of war. If any of our young
men desired to learn the rudiments of tacties
and the anll, no opportunity was allowed them,
Unless they had sufficlent influence to secure a
West Pomnt appointment, and devots u lije to
war as 4 so1ence they were kept completely in
the dark, Under the new bill the reform is
fully inaugurated, and an inducement held gut
te our colleges to bave -uch n department
added to thelr carriculum, as & detailed officer
will be its profescor, and cause¢ no additional
expense. II this provision bz carmed out,
another war will not find us armel and pro.
ficlent only In the use of plonghshares,

Againi—

vgection 85, That whenever troops are serving at
any post, oD, OF permanent eamp, there shail
be established m echool where all enhsted men may
be provided with instruction in thecommon Enghsh
bravohes of education, and epeciily n the history
ot the United States; and the Seerctary of War s
suihorized and direeted o detafl such commissionad

und non.commissioned officors as may be necessary
to carry out the provisions ol thia section,

We eannol conceive ol an article more tho-
roughly in the spirit of our republican age than
the ope we auote, The soldivr when dischurged
will not rezard his lerm of service held as waste
time, but will ind 1t of good account nersalter,
The last article to which we wonld eall attention
1= the retirement ot veteran officers, It pro-
vides for the establishment ol s counncil of
officers immediately at Washiongton, to be com.
posed of every branch of the service, belore
whom shall come al) officers under the rank of
brigadier genoral, judee ol their capacity, and
retire such as have been for & certain number ot
yeurs in the service, or are disqualified visher
mentally, morglly, or physically., Under such a
plan we wili have the army pruved of all the
incompetent, and rid the service of the weirht
of thewr useless conneotion. The last provision
will meet with the cordial approval of all:—

vAnd in making such investigations into the fit-
ness of officars to be reiained in the service, the suld
mintary couneil and such boards R8s may at any ti ne
be appointed and orgamized undor the provisions of
this section, shall take Into wecount the cases of any
who may bave been eaployed iu no sctive duty in
the field duriog any part of the lato war, and sha'l
inguire specially into the reasons for their not being
s0 employed; and any officer whose absence lrom
active flold serviee during the war shall be decided
by & board ot examiners, after tull hearing, 1o bhave
1een on nocount of his symosthy with the Rebel-
hon or his unwillingness to serve sotively against
th e so-ealled Confederate States, or any partionlar
Srate, or the poople of any State engaged in rebel-
1 on, shall be reported the same asaf jouod morady
dirqualified for the service.'

Disiuption of the Louisville Preshytery.
Tur Louisville Presbytery, whoze case excited
so much discussion in the Old School General

Arsembly, has broken up, the majority going on
in defiance of the Assembly’s action, and refus.
fng to recoenize its jurisdiction over them, while
the minority has tormed a new Presbytery, sus-
taining the nctlon of the Assembly, We pre-
sume this ends the sifalr, except that the conto-
maclous members will probably be formally cut
off by the next Assembly., It 18 far better tor
the peace and purity of the Chureh that such
miserable traitors a8 Sruarr Ropixsox and his
companions should go out from it than that
they should remain in it The Preshyterian
Church has kept ita record right and Its skirts
clear, It has mainfained its position nobly, and
has stamped he seal of in‘amy upon tae sin of
rebelllon. The falling off of these secession
aud  secession-sympathizing  preachers  and

churches will but and to her moral power in
the land. We wish that gl other Churches had
stood up #s bravely to the positions asaumed by
them during the war,

Foreign News by the “Germania ™
Tar news by the stecamers, which arrived at
New York yesterday, b8 down to the 13th, and
ndds materially to provious information. The
P'rusainns had already oocupied Braomstedt, Harat,
agd Itzehoe, and would immodiately ocoupy
Gluckatadt and Elmshorn, sll importani points
in Holstein, Austrin has quietly retired, and
the Prueelan occupancy of the Ducbyls com-
plete, including Altons. on the extreme
southern border. The Prussian Generalan-chief
has appointed Barun Sourer Pressux President
of Schleswig-Holstein, and has lssued a procla-
mution against the sssembling of the Hstates of
the Duchies in conformity with the call of Aus
tria. He says that the King ot Prussia intends,
in conformity with the prindiples of the unity of
both Duchies, 1o convoke the Esintes of Schles-
wig-Holstein. In order o prepare for this unity
the necessary preparations (or a convocation
have been made,

The Assembly of the Holstein Edates was dis-
persed on the 11th at [wzehoe, by the Prussinn
General Vo MasteUppur,

In the sittlug of the Federal Diet of June 11,
Auvstria moved for the mobllization of the army
of the whole of the Federal Diet, excepnt the
Prussian contingenoy. In reply tothiz motion,
Prussin declared, in & note to the minor Suates,
that she would regard the Confederacy as dis-
solved, if the Austrian motlion should prevail,
und would then allow herself to be guided only
by considerations ot military expedicncy.

Prussia has announced her plan of reform, the
chief feature of which & the exclusion of Austria
from the reconstrocted Germany, Austrin, on
the other hand, now proposes the convocation
of o uational Parllament, and the establishment
ol u Directory, 10 consist of three members. A
minetor of Hesse Darmstadt had stated in the
Legisluture that the Federa! Met could soon
rocoguize the Prinee of Avgusrensvnae as Duke
oi Holstein.

The Austrian Mimster has leit Berlin, :o
that amid actual ocourrences of war the formul
condition of peace is no longer maintained,

In Avstrin the passport system has been ro-
vived, and the Emperor had left for the head.
quariers of the Army of the North. Austrian
influence is visible in Bavaria, where a strong
popular feeling agninst Prussia prevails, ana an
attrmpt is being made to caunse the Kiog to
change his Ministty, The chief effort of Aus-
trian diplomacy will doubtless be to unite as
wany of the German powers agalnst Prussia as
poseible,

In Italy, the first arlicle of a bill jor the sup-
pression of all religious bodies wasadopted by
the Hovge of Deputies almost unaosmousiy.

Spain would seem to anticipate a general war,
us Marshal O'DoxxeLL has expressed apprelicn-
sion that ehe will have to defend her own torei-
tory belore the year closes,

In Grent Brituin, the £7 franclise mensare,
it is thought, will soon pass without farther
opposition,

The New Tariil.

Toe new Tarifl Il has been perfected in com-
mittee, and will be reported, and probably
passed, in the Houge of Represeutatives to-day.
Its provisions are eminently *‘protective’—a
large incrense of duty bemng bmposed upon most
urticles of forelen importation, The foreign im-
portations have been so exce-sive durme the
past year—the duties alone amounting, up to
the 19th inst., to the immense sum of one hun.
dred und sixty-three millions of dollars in gold
—that some mensures culenlnted to relleve the
country are absolutely necessary. Besides, the
pressure of internal taxation is so heavy upon
our home manufacrures, that under the old
tarifl rates there hins been s real diserimination
In favor of forefgn articles. The new rates,
theretore, though high in themselves, will
really be found, we suspect, in many instances,
to be no more protective than has been usnal
under former taritfs,

Tug term of office of Senator Pomeroy, of
Kansas, will expire with the present Congress,
The pext Legislature is to elect his successor.
His chiel com petitor for the seat is ex-Governor
Trouas Cansgy. General Bruwr, Mamovs J.
Parrorr, und a bost of other and lesser worthies,
would not seriously object to the position.
